ELECTEICITY IN WAR 


ELECTRICIANS WILL 
PLAY AN IM- 


PORTANT PART IN BATTLE. 


Electrical Appliances on Shipboard May 


Get Out of Order So Frequently an to 
lU'iuler Nvcpasnry the Presence of A 
<'orp.-j of Riectriclans. 
So far as t'lo stationary torpedoes are 


concerned, methods are quite well settled 
and the practice haa been rednced to a 
science, one, however, which requires a 
good deal of electrical skill for its proper 
ipplication. 
The automobile torpedo 


involves problems that are a worthy sub- 
ject for the exercise of the highest elec- 
trical skill. So far as the Whitehead 
and similar missiles of destruction are 
coneomed, there is not much to be done, 
electrically (-peaking, for a torpedo of 
thut class ia purely a missile discharged 
t'roiu a gun, but supplied with means for 
ontiiraing its course to an efficient dis- 
tance under water. 


Inasmuch as a high initial velocity 


does not agree with powerful explosives, 
the falling off in velocity would be too 
marked if any long range were attempt- 
ed. With dirigible torpedoes, however,' 
the case is very different. 
Then one 


must depend on electricity for steering 
if not tor motive power, and there is 
room for considerable improvement both 
in speed and certainty of operation, two 
prime essentials. But the function of 
the electrician is by no means ended with 
torpedo service, for in the equipment of 
any modern man-of-war the electrical 
apparatus plays a very important part. 


The modern gun, twenty to forty feet 


in length, with corresponding weight, 
cannot be handled by man power as 
quickly as the exigencies of service 
sometimes require, and the choice lies 
between electricity on the one hand and 
hydraulic machinery or donkey engines 
on the other. The latter have been very 
freely in use; the former has made its 
influence felt often enough to show that 
it is fully up to ita work. The electric 
motor is undoubtedly better suited to 
such sort of work than any other kind 
of mechanism. 


THE SEAKCU LIGHT. 


Since the introduction of secondary 


batteries every bit of working mechan- 
ism is exposed to a formidable fire and 
must be protected at all hazards. Here 
the motor, from its very small size, of- 
fers a particularly difficiilt target, and 
besides can bo ensconced behind the gun 
shield or even behind the gun itself, so 
that nothing short of a blow sufficient to 
disable the latter would cripple tbe 
motor, and in addition the means of 
communicating power to the said motor 
are very unobtrusive and exceedingly 
easy to duplicate. 


It is a perfectly simple matter to sup- 


ply it through half a dozen different cir- 
cuits in parallel with each other, all oi 
which would luivo to be shot off before 
the motor wont even tpnirprarily out oi 
use. 
Even then an electric wire can be 


handled with such ease and rapidity 
that temporary communication would 
be re-established very readily although 
under fire, while if a steam or water 
pipe were shot tvway there would be no 
replacing it during action. 


The search light, too, comes in for its 


share of attention, both as a weapon of 
defense and offense, and more attention 
should be given it than has yet beoi. 
done. The destruction of a search light 
during a torpedo attack would be a very 
serious calamity, aud when one remem- 
bors that torpedo boats are usually sup- 
plied with rapid fire guns, such a possi- 
bility is by no means remote. 


DANGER FHOM RAPID FIRING GUNS. 
From a 37-millimeter revolving can- 


non—a size frequently used for the pur- 
pose—nearly a shot a second can be 
fired, and at half or three-fourths of a 
milo the accuracy of this weapon is so 
great as to render hits quite probable, 
and a single projectile or a fragment of 
a shell would stand a good chance of 
A-utting a search liyht out of use. All 
?flis points to a reduplication of the ap- 
paratus on a considerably more extended 
scale than has usually been the habit, 
and besides all thjs tljere is a question 
of communication between 
different 


parts of the ship, and especially with 
the conning tower, and here, as every- 
where, the convenience of electricity, 
the readiness with which circuits can be 
multiplied and re-established make its 
use almost imperative. 


In case of war the electrician will find 


plenty to do, both in the way of routine 
work and improvements, and may play 
a part of grt^t importance.—Electrical 
World.

The Idaho Senatorial contest ba« aa- 


iiumed Dationul importance because of the 
quettioDS, Involved and the tim'- devoted 
to its discussion in the United States Sin- 
ate. 
In Nevada it has B local inttrcst for 


the reason tbat th» constant, HOP. W. 
H. Cliigett. is an old Nevadan, having re- 
sided in Hnmboldt connty from 1861 l« 
1863, and subsequently in Virginia City. 
Senator Stewart ba» taken an active part 
in tbe contest in behalf of Mr. Claggett, 
and the fallowing is a synopsis of his 
speech delivered in the Senate, February 
24tb, which gives a clear account of the 
case: 


The pretended *lfotion of Mr. Dubois 


was not according to the deliberate judg- 
ment of the members composing tbe two 
houses of the Legislature of Idaho, but was 
the result of 
a combination 
between 


Messrs. Dnboii, Shoup and McConnell to 
elect themselves at all hazards. 


Idaho is divided into two section?, which 


are »eparatod by the Salmon river range of 
mountain". 
Between these two sections 


i business relations exist except such as 


are enforced by the political organization of 
tbe State. For several years a proposition 
was discussed to dividfl the Territory and 
annex the northern part of the Territory of 
Washington; but finally when an opportu- 
nity was presented for the admi!»ioncf 
th« State of Idaho, tbe agitation for divi- 
sion terminated, and the two sections 
united in the movement to form a State 
government. The feeling between the two 
aectioiie, however, did not entirely subside, 
but in the election of 1890, under th» new 
constitution, a j.Un was suggested to har- 
monize the two sections.

should be elected. 
On an examination ol 


the proceedings of tbe various Legislatures 
which have met since 1866, it waa ascer- 
tained that no Legislature ever transacted 
any business until it bad a permanent or- 
ganization, and it it confidently asserted 
that no legislative business was ever trans- 
acted in any State in the Union prior to 
the completion of a permanent organiza- 
tion. 
No case has been cited, and it is al- 


most certain tbat none can be cited. 
It 


may be stated as tbn established rule in all 
tbe States of tbe Union in construing tba 
Act of Congress requiring tbe election to 
take place on the second Tuesday after tbe 
organization, to regard only tbe permaneLt 
organization aa tba organization referred to 
in tbe Act. 
Tbe fact that it had been tbe 


unbroken custom of tbe House of Repre- 
sentatives to do no business until a per- 
manent Speaker and Clerk were elected, 
and never to decide tbat it waa organized 
nntil suob elections bad t*ken place, in 
most significant ia determining the mean- 
ing of the Act of Congress. 
The language 


used in that Act must be taken in its ordi- 
nary acceptation aa understood by the 
House of Representatives and in the various 
States of tbe Union. 
If Mr. Dubois is 


seated, all the safeguards about the elec- 
tion of Senators in tbe Act of 1866 are Bet 
aside aud held for naught, and tbe State of 
Idaho denied the right to choose its Sena- 
tor as provided by law.
